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JAPAN’S PROBLEM IN 
FORMOSA.

(Daily Press, 3rd September. ) 

Another of those “ morally indefznsible” 
propositions that are becoming so noticeable 
in recent times might be found in the 
discussion of Japan’s relations with the 
Formosan aborigines, which we reprinted 
three days ago. The writer of that letter 
referred to the failure of Japan’s very 
gentle and bumane efforta to tame the 


, Savages of Formosa, ns witnessed to by 


several recent massacres, He argued that 
such failure was inevitable in the circum- 
stances ; and with a fortitude at which we 
can but marvel, he advised that the only 
proper policy now is a policy of exter. 
mination, The Japanese Government wag 
recommended to select from its long-term 
convicts u number cf men to be released 
from prison and sent to the camphor dis. 
tricts of Formosa. These men—murderers 
for choice—would open up the country, and 
“deal efficiently with every savage 
coming within their sphere of action". 
There is eveu the suggestion that a suitable 
premium should be paid for every savage 
heac forwarded to those in authority. This 
would be to turn the tables on the head- 
hunters in a very striking way. After a 
determined number of years of such service 
“in the interest of true civilisation’, these 
hired murderers would receive a free 
pardon, “and become again useful members 
of society, after the performance of meri- 
torious work”. There can be no doubt 
that Japan has shown a splendid example 
ng a coloniser, in this beautiful island of 
Formosa, and that the pleasing picture is 
spoiled only by the continual peril from the 
aboriginal hillmen. The ‘ savage question ” 
is a real problem, calling for a practical 
solution. At the same time, there ‘can 
no question that from the point 
of view of the armchair moralist Japan 
is entirely in the wrong, The head- 
hunter was there first. He is incapable, 
the previously quoted writer said, of 
conforming to civilised conditions. Why 
should he be expected tu change? His life 
hitherto bas been » happy one, free, 
untrammelled, full of the fierce jovs that 
attend the first-class fighting man. The 
Formosan aborigine’s life must not be 
supposed to have Leen entirely without 
culture, either. He had a very pretty 
taste in some branches of art. The 
Formosan native canoe, seen afloat, looks 
almost alive, so graceful are its lines; while 
its ornamentation is a surprise to those 
familiar with barbaric ideals in such 
matters. The police at Taihoku aré in 
possession of numerous articles that prove 
the Formosan to have also a clever 
mechanical turn of mind. What can the 
Japanese offer him’ Peace, in savave 
eyes, must seem boredvm; social law and 
order on the Japanese pattern has enough 
red-tape about it to weary a person traiued 
to civilisation’s ways; in the case of the 
suvage if would be torture. Really there 
is a ggod deal to be said from the savage 
int of view. But what is to be done? 
ere is a rich and unly partly developed 
colony whose progress is seriously hampered 
by the conservative notions of its natives. 
They will not consent to regar] murder as 
improper. They can’t, we are told, be 
mended; we do not.like the cold-blooded 
proposal toend them. This is another of 
the cases we would like the sentimentualists 
to take note of; and to settle, if they can.

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GRIEVANCE.

There can be little doubt that, should the 
attempt which has been so persistently kept 
up by the Home Government to preveut be 
employment of Chinese labourers in the 
Transvaal mines be successful, much 
disappointment will be felt in China 
both in official quarters and among the

| The extraordinary part of the whole of this 
| long protracted matter ig tbat. the peraons 
| who are certainly those most affected, have 
made no moveinent from beginning to @nd 
of the controversy. Neither the Chinese 
oun in the Transvaal nor the Chinese 
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labourers had any complaint to make, and 
the latter, when means to return were 
offered to them, showed no disposition 
avail themselves of the facilities. There is 
no doubt therefore, that the opportunity| of 
employment is looked upon by the Chiulese 
us no small advantage, and that the 
interference uf the Imperial Government! in 
the matter will not. be considered as/an 
act fur which they are called upon to] be 
particularly grateful, 
The views of the Chinese Government in 
respect to the emigration of their subjacts 
have undergone a great change of late 
years, Formerly it was against Chinese 
law fur any subject of the son of Heaven to 
transport himself to foreign climes. 
the curious thing is that, notwitbstand og 
this, there has always been a tendency 
emigrate on the part of the Chinese. They 
did so in their junks long before orl 
vessels came to these parts, and there 
be very little doubt that they will continue 
to do so in face of all the difficulties that 
may trom time to time be put in their way 
in given directions. If one nation will not 
have them or does not want them, another 
will receive them, and yet the benefit| of 
their steady and ieliable work. At the 
present time, it is noteworthy what while 
our Government is exerting itself to the 
utmost to prevent the Chinese being intro- 
duced into the Trausvaal, Germany | is 
arranging to receive an instalment of the 
“Yellow Peril” so much denounced by her, 
into her Colony in East Africa. Should 
this movement succeed, as there is gaod 
reason to believe it will, there will be gaod 
reason to sinile at the alsurdity of Great 
Britain in opposing so useful an element jin 
one of her most valuable possessions. Tut 
(the attempts of the Home Government, 
(should the present adwiuistration continue 
long in office) to put an end to the emplqy- 
ment of Chinese in the Transvaal will dot 
cease with the establishment of- responsible 
government there, may b+ taken for ctr- 
tain; and these attempts are only too lik ly 
to prove succeasful. Althouzh self-govetn- 
iug Colonies have the-decision nf suéh

I 
true the Governors have no power to di 
what decision shall be arrived at, but thei 
influence goes a great way towards decidin 
the manner in which a given question is 
breught before the Legislature, and is often 
enough to turn the scale where opinion: is 
pretty evenly divided.

THE WAR STORES ENQUIRY.

The Times of Angust 10th contain: a full 
and therefore very long suinmary of the 
report of the Rosal Comurs:ion on War 
stores in South Africa, the effect of which 
was briefly telegraphed to us a month ago, 
When we take into account the (to us) 
evident fact that all concerned have tried 
to put the best possible completion on all 
the evience, there remains little room for 
sutistactioa that Lord Justice Farweuu and 
his cofleacues tive decided that the British 
officer is more fool than knave. At best it 
is a verdict, on the graver issue, of “not 
proven”; the Commission found no 
satisfactory evidence of actual corruption on 
the part of the officers carrying Hrs 
Mavesty’s Commissivua—with the damning 
exception of three or four reprehensibls 
cases “only affecting officers in very 
subsrdinals positions and involving trifling 
sums", Wecanuot see that the comparative 
insignificance of these commissiuned officers, 
or the pettiness of their- peeulations, 
diminishes the shame that will be felt by 
their honest hrothers in arws; but at least 
if we have to endure such a blot on the 
service, We may derive melancholy 
satisfaction from the reflection that 
dishonesty is nota clays affair: there were 
non.-coms. of unimpeachable prebity, as 
well as honest gentlemen. During periods 
of dislocation or abnurmal pressure such ws 
must occur in war time, it is obvious that 
opportunities tu “squeeze” the nation must 
be more common, and the temptation all 
the greater. This, however, would not 
matter so much if there yere really business 
men at the head of affairs, aud greater 
devotien to duty all rcund. The so-called 
‘‘ financial authorities’. at the never- 
to-be-too-much ridiculel War Office 
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displayed, we read, 
indifference to the fivancial situation 
in South Africa after the peace; the 
Directorate of Supplies was charncterised by 
“inexcusable carelessness and extraordinary 
ineptitude,’; and the Pay Department was 
deplorably unintelligent—a sentiment that 
the man in the street expresses much more 
tersely. Laxity which perhaps only the 
class feeling saved from being called by 
another name- -amountinog in one case to a 
breach of “the spirit and letter of the 
Kina’s Regulations ”’— cost. the uation an 
unnecessary million pounds. TvLe comimis- 
sioned officers of the Supply Department, 
it seems to us, will hardly breathe freely 
becanse the “ widespread corruption on a 
minor scale’ was attributed to the N.C.O’s; 
hefore that state of things could exist, there 
must have been gross neglect on a major 
scale amongst their own number. Lord 
KitcHENER, whose exuuple to fhe British 
officers generally almost inclines us to 
hero-worship, selected Major ARMsTRONG 
as Financial Adviser to prevent waste and 
extravagance. Major Azmsrrona found 
difficulties put in his path, and asked to 
have his position regularized. The Com- 
mission reports that if his request hud 
received attention, there would probably 
have been no occasion for any enquiry. 
But the War Office—that inept aggregation

the desire of the Chief Justice, His Honour 
originally suggested that in place of an ordia- 
ance amending certain parts of the Code one 
should be passed to empower the jadges to make 
amendments from time to time. Rewembering 
having read of the satisfaction with which 
the present Ordinance was received in 1901 as 
giving some finality to this Code, the 
recommendation of the Chief Justice did not 
seem to ine one to ba followed, and I ascertained 
that this was also the opinion of the legal pro- 
fession in the Colony: they considered it would 
be better that any amendments necessary 
should be made by direct legislation. Of 
the necessity for amendments contained 
ia the bill pow before you I am scarcely 
able to judge as they are of so technical 
a nature, bat the bill will be referred 
in due course to the Law Committee who will 
no doubt pay attention to any representations 
with regard to it that they might receive from 
the barristers and solicitors of the Colony. 
The second bill, an Ordinance to amend the 
Lunacy Ordinance of 1906, is merely to effect a 
verbal alteration, directed by the Secretary of 
State, on the Lill recently passed. The words 
a High Court of Judicature” were employed 
inst-ad of ‘““Sapreme Court of Jadiosture,” 

which ought to have been used. ‘I'he bill for 
amending the Merchant Shipping Ordinance of 
1899 consists of two effective clauses, of which 
the first is to prevent juoks or launches 
lying alongeide or off ships without the 
permission of the master io the sme way | 
as they are now prevented from lying | 
alongside or off wharves without the permission 
of the owner. The second provision of tke bill 
is intended to revise the junk regulations so as 
to lessen the attendance of junk masters at the 
Harbour Office and generally to simplify 
the procedure in connection with the 
various permits that junk masters are 
required to possess. At the same time it 
is proposed to do away with the system of 
securities that at present prevails, as it is 
believed to give rise to irregularities prejudicially 
affecting the Chinese jonk masters; When 
the bill comes up to be read a second time the 
Harbour Master no doubt will give a fall 
explanation of its provisiocs. The bill for the 
amendment of the New Territories Cand 
Ordinance is for ths purpose of making 8 claim 
for reat “ « proceeding relating to land” 80 asito 
give the Land Officer exclusive jurisdiction in 
cases of such claims und-r $500.

THE SCAVENGING CONTRACT. 

Tha report of the committee appointed to 
consider the scavenging contract was laid befors 
members. 

The PResIDENT—This report has been called 
for in connection with the disposal of refase in 
ths city. The points raised were that the 
contract should be divided into two, one for the 
collection and one for the disposal of rubbish 
and that ins'ead of calling upon the 
contractor to place the stuff on land and 
burn it, he should be required to c it 
out to sea and throw it .overboard: ith 
regard to the objection raised by the Vice- 
President it has occurred to me that perhaps the 
better way would be for the Government to 
own the boats and supply the launch to carry 
the rubbish away. One of the reasons why the 
price of the contract is so high is that it ovly 
lasts for two or three years, and the man who 
accepta it has to purchase all the boats he 
requires, and atthe end of the contract these are 
left on his hands. Perhaps it would be better 


to discuss the question as to whether 
two contracts should be made, and 
whether the Covernment should provide 
the boats or a separate contractor, The 
question could be considered as to 
whether rubbish should be dumped over- 


board, because thers is a provision of the 
Merchant Shipping O-dinance which says 
that rubbish shall not be dumped in the 
waters of the Colony, and to get out of 
the waters of the Colony I have a chart 
which will show that the boats will have to go 
a very considerable distance. I know stuff ig 
dumped overboard now, but not with our 
permission. 

Mr. HooveR—The prosant contract expires 
at the and of the year ¥ 

Mr. PRESIDENT Yes, 

Mr. Hooper—Therefore anything we may 
do will not affect the present contract ? 

The PREsIDENT--No. But we want to get 
the conditions filled up as soon as possible, 

Mr. Hooper —It has occurred to me that it 
might be advisable to call for alternative tenders, 
firstly for the divided contract and sacoaodly for 
the whole contract, and there could be a 
condition as to where the rubbish should be 
deposited. Also after what you said, Sir, I 
think there might be another alternative that a 
price be given on the assumption that the 
Government will provide boats. 

Hon. Mk. HEwETT—When you speak of the 
Government providing boats, ara yon con- 
templating that they are to provide proper 
barges to cirry the stuff out to sea? ‘I‘hat, 
would be very expensive; would probably run 
into a lakh or two of dollars. 

The PRESIDENT—My idea was to get some- 
thing of the same sort as the contractor has at 
present junks of 4 certain size. 

Hon. Mr. Hewett—And then the stuff 
shovelled overboard. 

The Presipext—Yes, but if a question of 
copper barges is coming up, personally I should 
rather: see a refuse destructor. The expenss 
would probably be about as great. 

Members agreed to Mr Hooper's sugges. 
tions, and as complaints have been forthcoming 
about the Kowloon contract it is to ba dealt 
with the same way. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. . 

The Government Analyst wrote as follows :— 

Government Laboratory, August 25th, 1906, 

Sir,—I have the honour to request that per- 
mission may be obtained to attach the enclosed 
minute for circulation on the monthly 
analysis of the public water supplies. Owing to 
statements made at the last meeting of the 
Sanitary Board, it is feared that contidence bas 
been shaken as to the quality of the water and 
as to the methods hitherto employed for analysis. 
By mere coincidence the routine bacteriological 
examinations (arranged for a considerable time 
ago) have been commenced during this month 
by the Bacteriologist. These latter’ reports 
will, I presume, be published by the Water 
Authority and an idea may get abroad that the 
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recent discussion bax shown up a faulty 
and therefore practically useless method of 
examination, which is now to be supplemented by 
additional bacteriological tests. [ have the 
honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant,

The mioute was as under—At the last meeting 
of the Sanitaty Board there seemed to be a 
little misapprehension on the part of some 
menibers as to the conelusions which might be 
drawn from a chemical examination of waters. 


_Applying this method of testing (1) to the 


systematic examination of water such as the 
monthly examinations of the public supplies, 
jn such, numerous tests are performed so that 
it is easily possible to cee whether a water 
deviates in any particular from month ta 
month. Shonld a water become polluted so as 
vo be dangerous, the comlamination would be 
at once discovered. The chemical method in 
such systematic analyses, is in 
sufficient for ensuring the 
water supplies, bnt for many years a 
bacteriological test (the sugar test for 
the detection of sewage) has been applie | to all 
waters so as to have an additional means of 
detecting impurity. Speaking as one practi- 
cally familiar with modern chemical and 
bacteriological methods of testing water, I am 
Sitisfied that no one in this Colony need have 
the rlightest anxiety as to the water supplies, 
after tbey have been certified to answer the 
usual tests. The subject of chemical v. bacterio- 
logical methods of analysis as applied to water is 
somewhat controversial so that 1 do not wish ta 
extol one method at the expense of the otber. It 
might be well, perhaps, to state that I do not wish 
in any way to underestimate the usefulness of a 
bacteriological examination, as an additional 
check on the purity of water, and on the 
efficiency of filtration. (2) With regard to 
occasional chemical examinations, such as 
of shallow wells, in most cises the 
chemical analysis affords clear and conclu- 
sive evidence, but sometimes a well is submitted, 
which although not at the time of analysis 
showing any dangerous pollution, has displayed 
certain charac‘ers that at once pointed to 
possible future contamination. Such a well is 
usually examined and reported upon again after 
six u ontcs, and several such wells have been 
subjected to such extra scrutiny. Difficulty 
with such well< is not experieaced only in the 
chemical examinations. The Chinese are not 
very particular as to the cleanlinesx of the 
vessels used for drawing water. Moreover, 
impurities are continuully dropping in from the 
surface so that I doubt if hardly a well wouldin 
this Colony pass the customary bacteriological 
tests unless such accidental impurity be 
allowed for. Even in England the same difficulty 
is experienced with shallow wells, Attention is 
drawn to the almost complete immunity during 
many years of this Colony from water-borne 
disease, a fact, which in itself speaks volumes 
for the efficacy of the methods employed 
in the laboratory. It was unfortunate that 
two opposing reports on a well were 
recently submitted to the Board. The samples 
were taken at different times; the draw vessel in 
the one case may not have been scrupulously 
clean, or a searching inquiry might have shown 
some quite accidental circumstance which 
might cause two workers to arrive at differant 
conclusions. It would have beea quite easy 
for the bacteriologist and myself after further 
experiment to have arrived at an agreement as 
to the potability or othgrwise of the water in 
question. 

Mr. Lau CHu-PAK minuted that there was 
nothing to fear, notwithstanding the fact the 
experts differed. .

Berore Sirk Francis Piauott (CHIEF 
JUSTICE) 
WONG SIU-CHAI AND OTHERS v, TSOI KWAI-NA. 

This was a summons by the defendant. 
to hava the action mantioned dismissed 
becanse it was vexatious in that the cause 
of action — which was to revover certain 
monies due on promissory notes, which 
the defendant had subsequently dishonoured,— 
arose in Cantuo, and that questions of Chinese 
law would arise, wherefore it would be more 
convenient to try the action in Canton. 

Plaintiffs submitted that defendant was a 
British subject, and that it was right to bave 
the action tried in Hongkong. 

Mr. M. W. Slade, instructed by Mr. G. K 
Hall Brutton (of Messrs, Brutton and Hett) 
appeared for the plaintiffs, and Mr. H. G. 
Calthrop, instructed by Mr. A. Holborow (of 
Messrs. Deacon, Lovker and Deacon) for the 
defendant. 

Mr. Calthrop applied for an adjouroment, 
statiug that hs had been instructed only on the 
previous day, aod had not had time to look over 
the papers, which were rather voluminous. 

Mr. Slade opposed an adjournment as‘ by 
defendant's own affidavits he admitted nwing —— - 
plaintiffs about 817,000, 

His Lordship suggested an adjournment 
uatil two v’olovk, as he felt sure Mr. Calthrop 
was familiar with the authorities quoted in the 
casa, aod would then be sufficiently acquainted 
with the facts to proceed, 

Mr. Calthrop again referred to the numerous 
affidavits it would be necessary for him to 
examine, and pressed for a longer postponement.

A SILK TRANSACTION. 

Ng Sze-kong and Ng Ym-hui, partoers in 
the Kwan Wo silk fi-m of Canton, sued the 
Tai Wo firm of this Colony to recover the sum 
of $1,000 due for goods sold and delivered, 

Mr. C. F. Dixon (of Mr. John Hasting's 
office) appeared for plaintiffs, and Mr. J. H. 
Gerdiner (of Mr. O. D. Thomson's office) for 
dufecdants. 

Mr. Dixon said the Kwan Wo firm were 
wholesale silk merchants in Canton, while the 
defendant firm were silk merckants in Hong- 
kong. The plaintiffs claimed $1,000, balance 
due for goods sold and delivared. The amount 
of the debt was $1,928.98, but the $28.98 had 
been abandoned to bring the olaim within 
summary jurisdiction. The defendants sent 
their managing partner to Canton to order these 
goods because goods had been previously or lered 
in exactly the sima way and ssnt to Hongkong 
Prices were arranged in ('anton at the time the 
goods were ordered, which the witness who took 
the order would tell his Lordship, and 
he would also say that he wrote down the 
goods ordered, together with the prices 
charged ‘therefor in his rongh order book. 
The goods were subsequently sent to defend- 
ant firm together tt a pelts = a bill 
containing the list of goods an price. 
No exception was then taken, bat later the 


rat 
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defendants raised the question that the prices 
charged were not the proper ones. Plaintiffs 
then wrote defendants inviting them to send a 
representative to Canton for the purpose of 
examiniag their books. A man was sent and 
must have satisfied the defendants with his 
examination, for nothing further was said for 
a long time. Plaintiffs continued to furnish 
defendants with accounts rendered, and in the 
6th moon of last year Ng Sze-kong came to 
Hongkong to compare books with the defendant 
firm to see whether the accounts agreed. He 
would say that the book he saw exactly 
agreed with the one which would be exhibited 
before the Court. The defence was that 
plaintiffs had not given the defendants credit 
for certain mouies paid by them. The speaker 
and his client had had an inspection uf the 
documents in Mr. Thomson's office, and his 
client was of opinion that some of them were 
not genuine, the chops thereon not being the 
chops of his firm. 

Evidence was called in 
plaintiffs’ claim, after which 

Mr. Gardener said the defence was that 
the defendants paid the amount in full before 
Chinese New Year. This would be borne out by 
entries in their books. 

His Lordship then heard the evidence for the 
defence, after which, in summing up, he stated 
that apart from anything else, on the books 
alone of the two parties he would non-suit the 
plaintiffs. ‘The plaintiffs’ books were kept about 
as badly as his Lordship had ever seen any 
books kept in his life, while the defendants’ were 
fair. Apart from that point it was admitted 
that the goods were purchased in Canton ata 
vertain figure which had been arranged. It was 

-also admitted by the plaintiffs that defendants 
wrote and complained of the prices, but that 
letter was lost. ‘[‘hen the plaintiffs practically 
‘told the defendants to fix their own prices; at 
least that was what they said they did. Their 
reason was obvious; the plaintiff firm was 
on ifs last legs, and they were only too 
anxious to get any money in. Then the 
evidence for the defence was that the 
plaintiffs came down and amended the prices, 
and his Lordship telieved that altogether. 
Again, there was the receipt question; the 
plaintiffs’ manager gave a receipt for Taels 532 
and said he only received 'Tuels 460. Jf aman 
was fool enough to keep his books as he did, 
aud give receipts for money Le had not 
received, then he deserved to suffer.

The papers before the Court are 
simply a lot of unintelligible figures written 
on both sides of the pages. 


Mr. F. B. Deacon (of Messrs. Deacon, 
Looker and Deacon) who appeared for one df 
the principal creditors, said that before the 
examination was continued he would like to 
draw the Court's attention to the fact that his 
Lordship adjourned the examination originally 
in order that the debtor's statement of affairs 
might be filed. Mr. Deacon then pressed bis 
Lordship to limit the time for filing accounts 
to seven days, and after that time it was only 
with great difficalty that the, Official 
Receiver got the debtor to file the mass of 
figures before the Court. Mr. Deacon, with 
the assistance of his client, had tried 
to unravel them withont avail, and he 
submitted that under the circumstances it whs 
a farce to go on with ‘the public examinatian.

Mr. Wakemen-—I don't honestly think t 
the man is not trying to do his best.

The 
men were marched, handcuffed, through the 
streets to the prison, where they did their 
sevenly days. In the meantime, the vessel 
was taken to Sasebo by a crew of Chinamen. 
The men, on their release, were sent home as ! 
distressed seamen, and this action was 
brought fo recover the wages due from 
the time they left Hongkong to the time 
they arrived in this country. The points taken 
by the defence were that the men were bound 
by theif article to go to Sasebo, if required ; that 
they had broken their contract; thut they were 
legally convicted and s nt to prison and that 
the claim for malicious prosecution could not 
be sustained because the proceedings did not 
terminate in the men’s favour. That isa good 
objection and that part of the claim was | 
abandoned at the trial. Defendants also pleided 
that the men's services came to an end upon the 
conviction, and therefore they were not entitled 
to wages. The question that remains is 
whether having been convicted by a competent | 
court of summary jurisdiction the men could 

behind that and claim their wages. I shall bold 
that the men were within their rights in refusing ; 
to proceed to*Sasebo, and that the conclusion 
arrived at by the Harbour Master was contrary | 
to the law of this country ; 1 therefore come to 
the conclusion that the men are entitled 
to their wages up to the time of their 


arrival in this country. Judgment will there- | 
fora be for the plaintiffs, for wages they are | 


entitled to severally, up to the date of arrival 
in this country. 

Mr. Hamilton, for the defendants, then 
asked for a ttay of execution in order that the 
defendants, as this was a very important matter 
to the shipping world, might cansider their 
position. His clients were prepaned to pay the 
woney, together with the taxed costs, into 
court. 

Mr. Justice Lawrence, on those terms, granted 
a stay of execution for 14 days, andon the money 
and costs being paid inte court a stay up to and 
including the appeal.

I 
have bad considerable experience of mortar and 
tested many briquettes during the past year. 


- When [I have to examine a house I look out for 


the bad concrete and pass over the good. If 
concrete was covered over before it set it would 
have a tendancy to deteriorate. I could not say 
if the lime wonld be better a year ago than it 
is to-day. 

Re-examined—If the materials had set, the 
lapse of ten’ months would not be sufficient to 
have any material effect on the concrete, 

Mr. A. Carter, sanitary surveyor, at present 
acting as priacipal clerk to the Sanitary 
Board, said—I was appointed in November 1901. 
I know the defendant, who, I believe, was 
appointed after me. Defendant is oae of our 
best students and has gained both certificates 
from the local branch of the Sanitary Institute. 
He has taken a course of study in sanitation 
and sanitary science. It includes the composition 
of concrete and other building materials. In 
the present year there has been a change in the 
distribution of work with regard to concreting. 
The arrangement for that work was placed in 
my hands. In November and December last 
year I had nothing to do with the concreting 
of ground surfaces. At that time it was in the 
hands of the plague inspector. The signature 
on the document produced was defendant's. 
The document was a return made by defendant 
calling upon the owner of premises in Wioglok 
Street to abate certain nuisauces. J examined 
the bouge at 177 Winglok Street on April 30th 
and exainined the concrete. It was of bad 
quality, owing to the failura vf the cement 
material. In consequence of my reports notice 
was served on the owner calling upon him to 
re-concr the main room. The owner, I 
believe, wrote to the Board asking for exemption 
(Letter produced.) It was passed to Sanitary 
Inspector Gidley who attached the necessary 
forms and returned it. The papers were in 
defendant’s hands as il lay in his district. 
Although this work was {taken out of the 
inspectors’ hands, the papers were sent to them 
so as to‘hava a knowledge of what was going on 
in their district After the receipt of that 
letter from the owner no farther action was 
taken by the Board. The conorete I saw as 
177 Wiaglok Street in my opinion had been 
laid for many years. I surmised that from 
its appearance. In my opinion a depre- 
ciation would have taken plece in the concrete 
between the inspection in December and my 
inspection in May. I don’t think I would have 
passed the concrete in December, because I 
have been looking for a higher standard of 
work than defendant. We have no standard 
laid down and that leads to a great deal of 
trouble. 

Cross-examined—As a matter of fact you 
can't get stone lime in the colony ?—I 
haven’t seen any good lime in the colony. 

Continuing--My experience is that in the 
lower levels we never got the lime properly eet.

the present story in order to prevent himself 
being prosecuted for a serious offence. There 
was no evidence to show that his client had 
been guilty of improperly passing work or that 
he had receiv anything for doing so. 
Evidence was given b r. Gale that the 
concrete was very bad, bnt that evidence 
altogether failed in view of that given by Mr.. 
Carter, who stated that concrete deteriurated in ' 
& very short space of tims. He added that it 
was practically mpossible for pure coucrete to 
completely set in the lower levels, and he went 
on to say that it was quite possible the covorete 
was in a better condition when examined by 
defendant than when it was examined by him- 
self. His Worskip would also remember that 
those two men held different positions. The 
defendant inspected premises for the purpose of 
ascertaining pot if they were built in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Building 
Ordinance but to ascertain whether the floors 
were reasonably sufficient to withstand the 
inroads of plague-infected rats.

INTERESTING EXPERIENCES. 


Sept. Ist saw a considerable number of sports- 
men journeying into the New Territory to take 
advantage of the opening of the snipe shooting 
season. From the reporta which they have 
brought back we learn that the prospects of 
wood eportare exceptionally bright. The birds 
down from the north in large 
numbers andare settling ina manner which is 
likely to afford joy to the men with the guns. 

Two men from the island did exceptionally 
well. No fewer than 122 birds fell to their 
united guns. 

Another couple who left for Castle Peak 
had very different experiences—in a boat. To 
quote the words of the narrator: ‘“ We left 
(Queen's Statue Wharf at midnight on Saturday 
ina motor boat bound for Castle Peak. We 
got as far as Seeton when the chief engineer 
was found asleep. We woke him up and 
told him to be more careful with the engines 
as things might go wrong. He was half asleep 
and we could get no gense out of him. A little 
later we found him asleep again. Then the 
first thing to break the monotony of the ‘ thump 
thump’ was the esgine going on fire. It 
was a regular mass of fiimes. With sea 
water and wet blankets we extinguished the 
fire, but the inevitable result was that with the 
engine knocked out of running we began to 
drift. Pieces of lead and other ‘things melted 
by the heat of the fire began to drop off, and 
the engineer had an interesting time trying to 
fix up things. At three o'clock he declared he 
could do no more and gaveup. We offered him 
two dollars cumshaw to get us to Castle Peak, 
but he said that if weoffered him fifteen he 
couldn't do it. At £30 we hailed:a fish boat, in 
which we were taken to Chin Wan. Then the 
people wanted quite a fabulous sum for the little 
job. We offered them onr bank books and 
finally got fixed up for the night ata joss house. 
In ihe morning we had hot coffee and other 
things and went out for some sport. We 
secured a fair bag and when it was time to 
return we hailed another fish boat to 
take us as far as Seston on the chance of 
picking up slaunch. But we had no such good 
fortune. At any rate we found that there would 
be no launch leaving before saven o'clock. After 
remaining there for a little time, having a 
few cold sodas and other things we boarded 
another sampan which tock us to Laichikok, 
where we telephoned for a launch which arrived 
i took us. home, But no more motor boasts 
or me.” "ig :

FURMERLY OF HONGKONG, 


On Sept. 3rd, bythe French Mail, Mr. P.P. J. 
Wodehouse received news of the death of his 
uncle, Mr. Walter Meredith Deane, formerly 
of Hongkong. 

The late Mr. Deane was born in London on 
June 22nd. 1840); and, according to Who’s Who, 
graduated M. A. at Trivity College, Cambridge. 
He was nominated from Cambridge in a 
competitive examination and obtained a place 
as student Interpreter in the Hongkong Civil 
Servica in 1862. In three years he ranked ag 
an interpreter, and the same year (1865) was 
-\ctiog Registrar-Goveral for the Colony, being 
also put on the list of Justices of the Peace. 
From 1866 to 1891 he was Captain 
Superintendent of Police, and during that 
period (1978) was severely wounded on duty. 

That was a year of many troubles for 
foreigners. Pirates were bolder eveo than now, 
and attacked goldsmiths’ shops in the cily. 
There was also ah armed raid on a bank. Thera 
was a public meeting to consider the insecurity 
of life and property. 

He was a member of the Executive and 
Legislative Councils, acting as Colonial 
Treasurer (188)) and Colonial Secretary (1881, 
1890-91). 

He was created a C.M.G. in 1890, retiring in 
the following year, with a pension of $4,012.80; 

He married in 1870 the daughter of a Herta. 
magistrate.

RL‘ER STEAMER “KWONGCHOW ” 
AGROUND. 


PASSENGERS UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCE. 
When returning to Hongkong from Macao 
on September Zod the excursion steamer 
Aworgchow ran aground on the south-west 
oint of Lantao Island. It appears that shortly 
fore noon Captain Meade went below for 
tiffin, leaving |hin second Chinese pilot on the 
bridge. The vessel’s course was then right, but 
before he had finished dining the Captain found 
that it was radically wrong. The Kwongehow 
was travelling at full speed when she ran upon 
the rocks, being swung stern round. he 
impact sent the passengers sprawling in all: 
directions, and caused vonsiderable damag> to 
the vessel, breaking a few plates and bending 
others badly 
Captain Meade was promptly at his post, and 
found that his craft was securely wedged 
between two rocks. Every effort was made to 
refloat her, and after about an hour's dolay the 
orew’'s efforts were assisted by the ebb tide, and 
the vessel again floated. She was then 
examined, and when the captain found she was 
making but little water he decided to come on 
to Hongkong, and set the engines full ahead. 
She arrived in port safely, was oes out and 
immediately transfe to the Kowloon Docks 
where she is now undergoing repairs. The 
accident is said to have occurred through one of 
the rudder chains suapping just as the vessel 
was passing Lantao. 


CHINA’S CONSTITUTION. 


ANOTHER COMMISSION APPOINTED. 

Following is a translation of an Imperial 
Deoree dated August 27th :— 

“The High Commissioners who were sent 
abroad to inquire into the political methods of 
government and the oonstitutions of the 
varions countries of the world have brought 
back the reports aud suggestions which they 
have embodied in ten memorials. We hereby 
appoint a Royal Commission, consisting of the 
members of the Grand Counsil, the Ministers 
of the Council of State Affairs, the Grand 
Secretaries and Yuasa Shih-k‘si, High Com- 
missioner of the Pei ng Administration, under 
the Presidency of Tsai Li, Prince of Ch‘un, 
who are to take up the said memorials, examine 
them and then report to the Throne what should 
be done in the matter.”

no one to encourage the masses to try to better 
themselves, with the result that China is, at 
present, standing as it were on the edge of a 
precipice. The Duke further proceeded to de- 
noucce the members of the clique who are 
showing opposition to reform and the 
inauguration of parliamentry representation, 
declaring such men to be traitors and in- 
struments of the destruction of their country. 1t 
is stated, says the writer of “ Native Notes,” that 
their Majesties were quite moved at the aloqnenca 
of the Duke, his Majesty the Emperor being 
especially pleased with the sentiments of his 
Highneas.

What the N.-C. Daily News calls “a seveu 
hours’ blaze’’ occurred at Shanghai on August 
3iat, when from 150 to 160 Chinese tenements, 
mostly owned by Mr. Henry Morriss, and 
uninsured, were destroyed by fire. The suburb, 
near the Race course, was known as “ Morrias’s 
village,” The heat was terrible, felt a loug dis- 
tance away, and the firemen, present in strong 
force, were further haudicapped by a shortage 
of water. Over six hundred Chinese were 
made homeless, and their scurrying about with 
honsehold treasures must have been a pathetic 
scene.

Noel, Murray € Covs Report an the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
80th August, 1906, states: There is unfortunately 
nothing of interest to report about our market, 
which remains in the same dull and dragging 
condition, Dealers are, and have heen far same 
time now, complaining hitterly of the hon-payment 
by the merchants for yoods sold to them ‘aa far 
Wack as January and February last, at prices 
which compare very unfavourably with present 
values, and it is felt that some decided action is 
nevessary to place matters on a more satisfactory 
footing. Bona-fide clearances are still as unsatis- 
factory as ever, but, money being plentiful, fair 
quantities of goods are being paid for, either te 
liquidate old exchange settlements or ta take 
advantage of the rates now ruling, For staple 
woods there is very little enquiry, what detmand 
there is being easily supplicd hy the auctions and 
native resales. The consuming markets are 
doubtless “sitting on the fence" for the time 
being, and this is not te be wondered at when one 
takes into account the excessive stacks, the 
continued firniness of exchange, and the uncer- 
tainty regarding cottem. A few clearances have 
been made for Korea and more are expected 
during the next few days, nut the demand is far 
from satisfactory. It is reported that there is a 
little hetter feeling as regards Tientsin, passibly 
in view of obtaining supplies hefore the port is 
closed; but we dy not look for much relief from 
this source, that is if the quantities reparted to 
have been booked “direct” for next Spring amount 
to even half. The latest quotations for Mid- 
American is 5.52d. and 10,0. fur Egyptian. The 
former shows a considerable advance on the 
quotation of 5.29d received on 24th inst. Exports 
of plain cottons from England for the fortnight 
up to 24th instant are wired privately as 9 million 
yards, As far as we ave aware there has been no 
husiness from first hands, and from native sources 
we have nat heard of n single transaction.
